Making a College Town 
Bookstore Pay 


Miriam Ott Munson 


OW to make a bookstore in a college 
town pay, was the problem that 
faced C. G. Barnum when he was 

called to the Corner Book Store at Ithaca, 
\. Y., the home of Cornell University. 

Ithaca has a population of thirty thou- 
sand, while Cornell has five thousand stu- 
dents who buy books. However, a cc- 
operative students’ bookstore, as well as the 
discount made by publishing houses to the 
taculty, lessened the volume of book busi- 
ness to be done by the Corner Book Store 
and Mr. Barnum decided that he would 
have to develop side lines. 

Used books (Mr. Barnum prefers the 

term used books to second-hand) was the 
lirst venture, and it has proved an increas- 
ingly successful one. The buying and sell- 
ing of used books has its dangers because of 
changes of editions and changes in faculty. 
A new professor generally has his own pet 
textbooks, but by keeping track of these 
changes and buying at one-third of the 
original purchase price to the student and 
elling at double that price, a very com- 
tortable profit can be made. 
_ Other side lines which the Corner Book 
Store has found profitable are: Commer- 
cial Stationery, paper and engraving, type- 
Writers and framing and a loan library. 

“Students like good things,” says Mr. 
Barnum, “and quality and charm are of 
<teater consideration to them than the 
Price.” Consequently he finds that the 


higher priced papers, both boxed and by the 
pound, have a large sale. 

Another side line that can be logically 
and profitably developed by a college town 
bookstore is the engraving of personal cards, 
invitations, announcements, personal greet- 
ing cards and the framing of shingles, pic- 
tures, etc. Here again quality and work- 
manship are more considered by the student 
than price. Mr. Barnum has a list of sev- 
eral hundred students who order Christmas 
cards at $10 or more per hundred with 
their own names, and frequently, their own 
greetings engraved upon them. Since such 
orders often total $18 or $20 a hundred 
it pays to cultivate this side line even if 
the work has to be “farmed out” to an 
engraving establishment at a 25% margin. 
The Corner Book Store now has its own 
engraving and embossing department. 

The picture and shingle framing depart- 
ment is connected with the rental of type- 
writers. Rebuilt typewriters are bought at 
$35 or $40 and rented at $3.50 to $4.50 
per month. The man who has charge of 
this department can both frame pictures 
and repair typewriters, thus making it pos- 
sible to employ a good man who can also 
be of service in rush times. 

But in spite of their side lines which 
have proved so successful not only im direct 
monetary returns, but in bringing students 
to the store, the atmosphere of the Corner 
Book Store is essentially one of books.

While the floor space of this store is 
only 60 by 30 ft., its capacity for holding 
books has been greatly increased by build- 
ing nooks which extend from the side 
toward the center of the store. This gives 
an air of semi-privacy as well as coziness 
for the student who wants to browse about 
or dip into some volume to see if it really 
is what he wants for himself or for a gift. 

And how students do appreciate a “good 
looking book”’ like the Borzoi Classics, or 
the gift editions of Anatole France at $5, 
or Joseph Pennell’s “Adventures of an 
Illustrator.” Nor do they hestitate at the 
price. At Christmas time they buy beauti- 
ful editions to send as gifts to their friends 
among the elder folk, not forgetting the 
juvenile members of their own families. 

‘Do students in addition to their text- 
books and books of collateral reading buy 
books for themselves?” we asked Mr. Bar- 
num, and received some interesting com- 
ment on what the college youth of the 
nation is reading today. 


Mr. Barnum finds that the college girl, 
especially the Jewish girl, buys more books 
for herself than the college boy. Psychol- 
ogy, travel, history, biography and poetry 
are much read. The interest in biography 
seems steadily on the increase. Everything 
biographical from Jesse James and P. T. 
Barnum to Walter Hines Page has 4 
strong appeal for the student buyer. 

Next to having successful side lines the 
new thing attracts the college youth. “Do 
not,” says Mr. Barnum, “stock up on 
writers of the last century, especially po- 
etry. The twentieth century youth is not 
reading Tennyson, Stevenson, Poe, but 
James Stephens, Hervey Allen, Tom Daly, 
Carl Sandburg and Edna St. Vincent Mil- 
lay. Indeed, Miss Millay seems to lead in 
popularity all the other modern poets. 

The appearance of a poet in person al- 
ways speeds up the sale of his works. 5° 
the Corner Book Store finds out when 4 
poet is coming to town and orders an addi- 
tional number of his works.

“No bookstore can keep every book pub- 
lished,” observed the Old Bookseller regret- 
fully. “It would

“He wanted some 
very old books!” 
laughed the Newest 
Clerk. “First, he 
wanted a Grand

The Taylor book we can get from 
the publishers, and the Grand Lodge re- 
port we might obtain by mail from Idaho. 
| hope you told him so!” 

“Why, no, sir, I didn’t. I just said | 
was sorry but we didn’t have the books he 
wanted. You know it would cost us more 
than the profit even if we ordered them 
tor him!” 


T HIS is the third of a very read- 

able series of articles on bookshops 
which Mr. Claudy has written for 
the PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY.

Book of Photography” is given as the 
best example of a textbook to use in 
adult education work. 


“It has cost us a great many dollars al- 
ready, his walking out of here,” replied 
the Old Bookseller, sorrowfully. “‘Some- 
times I think you are reasonably bright and 
then I think, again, that you are a B. V. D. 
chap.” 

“B. V. D.?” inquired the Newest Clerk, 
doubtfully. “What does that mean?” 

“Yes, B. V. D.” 
asserted the Old 
Bookseller, with em- 
phasis. “Born Very 
Dumb! Somehow I 
don’t seem to be able 
to impress on you 
my idea that selling 
books is entirely dif- 
ferent from selling 
hardware, or clocks, 
or kitchen furniture. 
A bookstore is not 
just a container of 
merchandise. A man who sells a chair, 
sells a chair, and nothing else. But a man 
who sells a book sells knowledge, thought, 
entertainment, mental food, inspiration— 
he sells not only a few hundred pieces of 
naner bound between cloth and board; he 
sells not only ink and glue, gold letters and 
end papers; he sells the contents of the book. 

“The bookseller occupies a unique posi- 
tion among merchants. It is a rare occa- 
sion when he can get the same book from 
more than one publisher—the Bible, Shake- 
speare, a few of the classics, yes. The rest 
of the books he sells come from one manu- 
facturer only—that is, each book is made 
by only one publishing house. Thus, he 
has no advantage over his competitors in 
price (unless he gets a bigger discount be- 
cause of a larger quantity ordered, but 
even then he mustn’t sell for less than the 
standard price). He can have no advan- 
tage over his competitors in quality—the 
Edna Ferber we have is exactly like any 
other Edna Ferber. 


In the 


Claudy’s “First 
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“‘So the only way in which the bookseller 
can stand out is in the intangibles—the 
services he renders. But he should not 
render service only for profit, and to make 
custom, but to fulfill his place in the body 
politic. A bookseller who does nothing 
but sell books has no reason for existence. 
Any store can and does do that. To jus- 
tify his being in business, a bookseller has 
to render a mental, sometimes a spiritual 
service, to his customers. He has to be 
their first friend in the realm of the 
mind. He has to be willing, and able, to 
solve all sorts of queer reading problems. 
And it is his business to turn down no 
opportunity for serving the public, whether 
there is individual profit in the work or 
not. 

“Your inquirer wanted a book which 
is not published for general sale, not pub- 
lished for profit, and which may, or may 
not, be obtainable. Yet the Grand Lodge 
of Idaho, if it has any copies of that re- 
port on its shelves has them there for the 
purpose of serving those who are interested 
in its contents. You should have told your 
inquirer that the book was not listed in 
the general catalog, but that if it could 
be obtained, you would get it for him. You 
should then have made inquiry as to how 
long he could wait, so that you could know 
whether you had time to make the inquiry 
by mail or wire. If by wire, you should 
have told him so, so that he could decide 
whether he wanted to go to that expense. 

“The translation of Faust is a standard 
work, and can be obtained from Boston. 
Even if it is out of print, which I do not 
remember at the moment, it can be had. 
You should have told him how long it 
would take, and that, if out of print, you 
couldn’t quote a price, but would not order 
until the price was submitted to him. As 
for the Arnold book, that is only a 
chance—that romance was printed about 
thirty years ago, and it might mean a hunt 
to get it. But any book in the world can 
be found, if it exists. You should have 
explained all this. 

‘““Most men are reasonable. They don’t 
expect a bookstore to keep every book ever 
published. But they do expect a bookstore 
to be able to solve their book problems. 
When you let a customer, or a would-be 
customer, go out that door without telling 
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him all that you can do, all that any on 
can do, towards solving his problem, \,, 
hurt not only this particular store, but 4/| 
bookstores. 

“And there is a still larger view which 
I would like to have you get.” The Old 
Bookseller paused a moment as if to collect 
his thoughts. 

“Every man who is worth anything in 
his particular business,” he went on, finally, 
“has a pride in his calling. I don’t care 
if he but sells hay for horses, he looks upon 
his job as being something more than the 
mere purveying of food for beasts of bur- 
den. He visualizes the horses at work. He 
sees them pulling the world’s goods. He 
watches them, in fancy, ploughing the 
fields. He feels himself important in the 
general scheme of things, because there is 
an effect of what he does quite beside and 
beyond the immediate effect of the profit 
on his pocket book. 

“T like to feel that way about the book 
business. I keep a bookstore not only to 
buy shoes for the baby and gas for the 
flivver, but because keeping a_ bookstore 
enables me to play my little part in the 
world’s work. Life is not just existing. | 
is not all of life to make a profit and spend 
it for food and clothes, and books are « 
part, a big part, of the better things in life. 
The reader is a man with a mind, or a 
woman with a heart. Both of them have 
bodies which must be fed and clothed— 
in this they are exactly like the moron, the 
criminal, the insane. But they also have 


‘minds and hearts which must be fed—in 


this they are far superior to the non-read- 
ing, non-thinking, non-feeling public. 10 
help such as these to the mental and spirit- 
ual food they need is a dignified, important 
and worth-while profession. 

“Tf you can get that point of view, you 
will forget all such matters as profit when 
a visitor puts up to you a real problem con- 
cerning books. You will realize that, ! 
the language of the Rotary Club, ‘he 
profits most who serves best.’ You wil! 
look on such requests as you just indif- 
ferently turned down, as a challenge : 
your professional ability. You will not | 
willing to admit that some other books ele 
can beat you at your own game. You will 
take a real and personal pride in solving 
the problem. And you will think no effort 











too great, no time too long, and no trouble 
too much, to send your visitor away with 
the feeling ‘well, I have found a friend in 
need. 

“The profit will look after itself. We 
do business on a margin of profit that en- 
ables us to live. We have nothing to sell 
that a lot of other fellows cannot sell, also. 
But we can give a spirit of co-operation 
and service that the man who sells books 
as he might sell wagon wheels, doesn’t 
understand.. Every friend we make spreads 
the story. You have only to look in the 
book of trade and see which stores are the 
leaders, to have examples before you. 

“I criticised myself when I hired you, 
because, while you are bright and have a 
pleasant personality, you didn’t know any- 
thing about the book business. But an 
experienced bookman is not always easy to 
find, and of course, while few die and none 
resign, the ranks thin out year by year. 
But some one must train the new men and 
teach them that bookselling is not just sell- 
ing books, but serving the public. So I 
took a chance on you. 

“Next time a man comes in here with a 
request tor any book, I don’t care whether 
It Is the ‘Sayings of Confucius’ in the orig- 
inal Chinese or a copy of the first edition 
ot the works of Paracelcus, don’t let the 
‘Nguirer get away with the statement ‘Very 
‘orry, sir, we don’t have it, try Smith’s 
<a the street!’ Look it up! Find out! 
a him how it can be obtained! Give 
‘im as accurate an idea as you can of what 
't will cost and how long it will take. Find 
om if there is anything else which might 
“o in its place—not, mind you, with the 
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idea of substituting ‘something just as 
good’ but with the hope that if you can’t 
get what he wants, you can at least help 
him to some extent. 

“In other words, be a friend. Be help- 
ful. Try to put yourself in his place. 
Charles Reade wrote a book by that title 
‘Put Yourself in His Place’-—it might pay 
you to read it. Forget the idea that you 
have got to make a profit on every man 
who enters that door—remember that if 
you make a friend the profit is certain in 
the years to come. I have customers who 
travel miles to see me about books, not 
that they can’t get them nearer home, but 
because they value the relations which I 
have developed by having a sympathetic 
and genuinely friendly attitude towards 
their book problems. 

“For that is the only way to raise book- 
selling from a mere distribution of mer- 
chandise, to a profession of service to man- 
kind—the only way to make this business 
what it ought to be in all bookstores, a real 
filling station for hungry, empty minds and 
hearts, a real first aid for difficult prob- 
lems.”” The Old Bookseller paused, out of 
breath. 

“I never had the wit to see, until you 
told me,” answered the Newest Clerk, 
thoughtfully, “that a book sale was any- 
thing but a sale of a book!” 

“No? And what have I made you see 
that it is, now?” inquired the Old Book- 
seller. 

“An opportunity!” answered the New- 
est Clerk, with conviction. 

“Well, maybe I'll have to take back that 
B. V.D.!” smiled the Old Bookseller. 





Arthur Bowie Chrisman 


HE fifth annual award of the John 

Newbery Medal was announced at 

the session of the Children’s Libra- 
rians’ Section of the American Library 
Association meeting in Atlantic City on 
October 4th. It went to Arthur B. Chris- 
man, Virginian and author of *‘Shen of the 
Sea,” a book of Chinese stories published 
by E. P. Dutton & Company, who was 
present and received the award from Nina 
C. Brotherton, of the Carnegie Library, 
Pittsburgh, chairman of the Section. 

Arthur Bowie Chrisman was born in 
Clarke County, Virginia, in the town of 
White Post, a country rich in historical 
background. He has led a life of adven- 
ture and of varied interest, and is at pres- 
ent farming in Stonewall Jackson’s one- 
time granary on the road where Braddock 
marched to the west and where Washing- 
ton set a peeled locust post (White Post) 
that guided to old Fairfaxes’ hunting 
lodge, not far from where his own ances- 
tors made their first permanent settlement 
west of the Blue Ridge. 

Among other adventures, Mr. Chrisman 
was at one time a movie actor and jour- 
neyed to Hollywood, where he took all 
kinds of parts. He has many stories to tell 
of the adventures of a minor actor. At 
one time there was a sudden call for 
someone who could fence, and, without 
knowing much about it, he undertook,

costumed as a brigand, to defend him- 
self while DeWolfe Hopper, as “Don 
Quixote,” endeavored to destroy him. 
Three times when he was told to fall he 
fell outside the range of the camera, 
and the performance had to be repeated. 
Another time he and some other man in 
Sheik costume were taking lunch behind 
some scenery when the thatch roof caught 
fire. They finally succeeded in getting the 
fire out, but the episode was seized upon by 
the publicity agent of a leading lady, who 
was nowhere near the scene, and the pa- 
pers carried a big story about her heroism 
in putting out the fire and even showed her 
picture in action. At last, utterly dis- 
illusioned about the movies, he gave up the 
idea and moved to a Chinese boarding 
house, where he became fast friends with a 
very wise and kindly man of China, who 
interested Mr. Chrisman intensely in 
Chinese life and literature, and was mainly 
responsible for the stories that were em- 
bodied in “Shen of the Sea.” Some of the 
stories are based on old Chinese legends and 
folk tales and some are entirely the chil- 
dren of Mr. Chrisman’s brain. 

When Dutton took the book, they were 
so delighted with the stories that they 
called in Miss Else Haselriis, a Danish 
artist who was then in this country and 
whose work in silhouettes has attracted 
great attention, to illustrate the book. The 
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The Newbery Medal 


result has been a volume whose beauty has 
been widely commented on. 

Mr. Chrisman has another volume of 
Chinese stories under way and has been 
for some time delving into American folk 
ways and folk legends with the idea of 
writing stories in that field. 

The method of awarding the medal was 
lett to the American Library Association, 
and the Committee of the Executive 
Board made the _ following suggestion 
which was adopted: 

‘That in awarding the John Newbery 
Medal and with the approval of the donor, 
designation of the most distinguished con- 
tribution to children’s literature for each 
vear shall be determined by a special com- 
mittee of the Children’s Librarians Sec- 
tion, this committee to consist of the 
members of the Executive Board of the 
Children’s Librarians Section plus all 
members of the Book Evaluation Commit- 
tee of the Section plus three members at 
large to be elected annually at the business 
meeting of the Section. The details for 
handling this vote are in charge of the 
chairman of the Section, who also has 
charge of the presentation 
at the conference.” 

The award of the John 
Newbery Medal was on 
the Monday afternoon 
of the opening of the 
Conference. Nina C. 
Brotherton, as Chairman 
of the Children’s Library 





Section, made the announcement and intro- 
duced Arthur B. Chrisman, author of 
“Shen of the Sea,” to a gathering of six 
hundred librarians. 

A very pleasant feature of this year’s 
ceremony was the presence on the platform 
of Fenton I’. Newbery, great-grandson in 
direct descent of John Newbery, the book- 
seller of St. Paul’s Churchyard, after whom 
the medal was named. Mr. Fenton New- 
bery is a man of charming personality, who 
had great interest in seeing the name 
of his ancestor perpetuated in this way in 
this country. 

Frederic Melcher, donor of the medal, 
introduced Mr. Newbery. John Macrae, 
President of E. P. Dutton & Co., pub- 
lisher of “Shen of the Sea,” was guest 
of the meeting, and spoke as the publisher 
of the successful volume. 

This is the fifth time that the medal has 
been awarded to a writer of children’s 
stories. The four earlier awards were 
made as follows: 


1921—To Hendrik Willem van Loon 
for “The Story of Mankind.” 


1922—To Hugh Loft- 
ing for “Dr. Dolittle.” 


1923—To Charles 
Boardman Hawes for 
“The Dark Frigate.” 


1924—To Charles J. 
Finger for “Tales From 
Silver Lands.”

The A. L. A. Convention 


HE long-awaited and_ elaborately 

planned Anniversary Conference of 

the American Library Association 
was held this week at Atlantic City, the 
large attendance filling three of the big 
resort hotels. Nothing marred the con- 
summation of the great program and many 
of the meetings took on the emotion of 
deep significances as the speeches drew the 
picture of the great accomplishments of the 
years past and indicated the developments 
just ahead. 

Several members of the Association were 
present who had attended the organization 
meeting of October 6th, 1876, and two 
men, who with Frederick Leypoldt were 
immediately responsible for the beginnings 
of the Association, Melvil Dewey and R. 
R. Bowker, shared the honor of addressing 
the special Philadelphia meeting at Drexel 
Hall on Wednesday, October 6th. Mr. 
Bowker spoke in retrospect and Mr. 
Dewey in prophecy. 

The many special committees which 
brought reports and recommendations to 
the. Conference found the Association in a 
forward-looking mood, and many signifi- 
cant plans were studied and adopted, 
plans that will give the recently enlarged 
headquarters ample scope for new achieve- 
ments. 

The newly-elected president is George 
H. Locke, Toronto’s distinguished libra- 
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rian, long conspicuous in Association 
affairs. It is expected that the next Con. 
ference will be held in Toronto. 

An important and stimulating feature 0; 


the Conference was the presence of man\ 


delegates from a dozen different countries. 
including fields as distant as Russia and 


China. 


Buying a Book a Month 
BOOKSHOP bulletin that has 


come to our desk carries a plea to 

the store’s customers to remember 
the local bookstore and not to be led into 
buying a book a month from a club ot 
that name now so widely advertised. 

Should it not be one of the by-products 
of this interesting book-a-month effort that 
booksellers should take occasion to point 
out their own facilities in giving special- 
ized book service? ‘That may be one ot 
the natural and important effects of any 
new tpye of competition. The Book-of- 
the-Month Club hopes to introduce sys- 
tematized book reading to people who have 
not started the book habit, but its adver- 
tisements will also reach many people who 
have their established bookstore connection, 
and there is an opportunity for such book- 
stores to give similar advisory service, and, 
if possible, to persuade customers to make 
their purchases even fore systematicall; 
than in the past. 

Mr. Agnew and Mr. Blanton of W. k. 
Stewart Co., Indianapolis, have already 
formed a local committee which recom- 
mends a book-a-month which it believes to 
be particularly worth while, and the store 
is building up a list of people who are 
willing to take the recommendation of this 
local committee for prompt shipment when 
the book is published. In that way the 
advertising effort of the Book-of-the-Month 
Club, which has already found over 
30,000 subscribers, can give book distribu- 
tion a new impetus just as a publisher's 
campaign to sell a set of Kipling stimulates 
the demand for Kipling in the local book- 
store. 

There has already beert clear evidence 
that some of the selections made by the 
Club have directly stimulated sales, as in 
the case of “Lolly Willowes” and “O Gen- 


teel Lady,” when the selection of these 
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titles was immediately followed by in- 
creased demand thru the bookstores. In 
both cases the result could be assuredly 
accounted for, as the books had not 
achieved any very wide distribution before 
the announcements. 


Bookcases 


LITTLE advertisement that has 
A been appearing regularly in the New 
Yorker has pleased us because it 
shows a firm calling itself “The Book- 
shelvers’ hard at work trying to interest 
people in having simple equipment for 
stocking their books without waiting for 
the more expensive purchase of furniture 
shop bookcases. The advertisement says: 
“Bookshelves cost less than bookcases, 
require less room and humanize the home.” 
Bookshelves are not only an ornament to 
any house, but they encourage book buying 
and the enjoyment of book ownership. It 
would not be a bad idea if booksellers in 
every community encouraged the building 
of bookshelves or perhaps encouraged some 
carpenter to advertise such service. Book- 
sellers could help by supplying measure- 
ments and particulars as to practical types 
of shelving. 

In the current Book Notes from Hart- 
tord. there is a discussion as to whether 
shelving needs to be as wide as it is cur- 
rently ordered, eleven.or twelve inches, 
which goes on to say: “A shelf eight 
inches wide will hold almost all books. 
Any book more than eight inches is in all 
probability too tall to fit properly into 
even an 11-inch shelf, but the standard 
rule is quite all right if a double row of 
books is desired. In such case there should 
be another shelf an inch or two higher 
along the back to enable one to read the 
titles of the books at the rear without 
being obliged to disturb the front rank.”

The Book Exchange Bureau of the 
Union Soviet Socialist Republics Society of 
Cultural Relations (Moscow) has for its 
aim that of establishing contact between 
scientific institutions of the U. S. S. R. and 
those of foreign countries and to promote 
the exchange of publications between them. 
For the realization of this aim the un: 
versities, scientific-research institutes, scien- 
tific societies, observatories, museums, agri- 
cultural experiment stations and other such 
institutions and also individual scientists 
of the U. S. S. R. send their publications 
to the Bureau. The Bureau takes it upon 
itself to distribute these publications to the 
foreign addresses as requested by these in- 
stitutions in the Soviet Union. The Bu- 
reau receives foreign exchange publications 
which it distributes in the Soviet Union to 
the addresses for which they are intended. 

At the present time the Bureau carries 
on exchange relations between 727 foreign 
scientific institutions and 314 in the Soviet 
Union. For the first half of 1926 the 
Bureau distributed 54,578 books. 

Our Bureau has in many countries con- 
cluded agreements with the existing central 
book exchange institutions for mutual as- 
sistance in the sphere of book exchange. 

In those cases where scientific literature 
cannot be received on an exchange basis, 
the Bureau, by request of the scientific in- 
stitutions and at their expense purchases 
the necessary publications.

ITH science becoming one of the 

most popular fields of book demand 

in bookstores and libraries, and with 
various associations working together to 
accelerate the interest in books of this field 
in the hope that the American people may 
be as well equipped 
as any nation to un- 
derstand the appli- 
cations of modern 
knowledge, it is in- 
teresting to see new 
types of publications 
coming to hand with 
the old standard 
imprint of D. Van 
Nostrand & Com- 
pany, books quite 
evidently planned 
and devised to be 
useful in this field 
of popular educa- 
tion. 

As most of the 
authoritative books 
on science have here- 
tofore been written 
for the specialist, 
the publishers have 
found their _profit- 
able market in cul- 
tivating the graduate engineers and people 
who made up the mailing lists of the 
scientific periodicals. "There have been two 
or three firms whose imprints have been 
especially connected with the best works 
of this kind, of which the Van Nostrand 
imprint is one of the oldest. 

The firm was founded by David Van 
Nostrand, who was secretary to General 
Barnard of the Engineering Corps who 
was engaged in 1848 in studying the forti- 
fications of New Orleans. Military tac- 
tics were then still under the influence of 
Napoleon Bonaparte and the Duke of 
Wellington, and Mr. Van Nostrand heard 
much talk among the officers about the need

of new military practice especially adapted 
to American conditions. He determined to 
help this idea along, and, coming to New 
York, began the regular importation of 
books on military science. In the mean- 
time, he made arrangements for the pub- 
lication of a_ book 
on “Military Tac- 
tics’ by Brigadier 
General Silas Casey 
of the American 
Army. This brought 
him in touch with 
most of the well- 
known officers of the 
day, and he counted 
General Grant 
among his intimate 
friends. General 
Casey’s book was 
placed in the hands 
of the Union soldiers 
at the outbreak of 
the Civil War. 
When at the ter- 
mination of the war, 
it was seen that the 
sale of military 
books would be 
moderate, David 
Van Nostrand 
turned his attention to technical and scien- 
tific publications. This line was steadily 
broadened, and increased in reputation, 
and, on his death in 1886, the company 
was incorporated, and the management as- 
sumed by C. E. Speirs and William H. 
Farrington. In recent years the president 
of the firm has been A. M. Crane, who 
died last month, and whose nephew, E. M. 
Crane, now heads the business. It was 
Mr. Crane who had the vision of the 
broadening of the firm’s interest to cover 
scientific books that are of popular interest 
in addition to those for the specialist. 
Their numerous contacts with people of 
high authority give the firm opportunity to 
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select contributors to their series and to 
judge of the value of manuscripts offered. 
The first section of the program included 
the Library of Modern Sciences, and the 
direction of the series was given to Edwin 
E. Slosson, whose books and lectures on 
chemistry have done so much to popularize 
this special field. The first five volumes 
of the series which have been published are 
as follows: 

“The Foundations of the Universe,” by M. 

Luckiesh. 

“Chemistry in Modern Life,” by S. Ar- 
rhenius. 
“The Earth and the Stars,” by C. G. 

Abbott. 

“Animals of Land and Sea,” by A. H. 

Clark. 

“Soil and Civilization,” by M. Whitney. 

To handle the trade developments of this 
project and its future elaboration, J. M. 
Bohmfalk, formerly of the trade depart- 
ment of the Ronald Press, has become as- 
sociated with the business, and the sales 
campaign was given a laboratory trial in 
New York last spring, with promising re- 
sults. The five volumes mentioned above 
are to be followed soon by three others: 
“Mystery of Mind,” by L. Troland. 
“Stories in Stone,” by W. T. Lee. 
“Chemistry in the World’s Work,” by R. 

E. Howe. 

In addition to the titles listed there will 
be another volume by Baker Brownell 
called ““The New Universe.” 

Such publications seem to make promis- 
ing additions to the field of popularization 
of knowledge. The fact that a firm of this 
type is endeavoring to make its facilities 
connect both with the specialist and the 
popular reader is renewed indication of the 
importance of the adult education move- 
ment to which the American Library As- 
sociation and the Carnegie Corporation 
have given so much attention.

SEPTIMUS RIVINGTON 


SEPTIMUS RIVINGTON, senior partner of 
the famous London publishing firm of Riv- 
ington, died on Thursday, September 16th, 
in his eighty-first year. He was the great- 
great grandson of Charles, who founded 
the firm in 1711 by buying the publishing 
business of Richard Chiswell of St. Paul’s 
Churchyard. In 1867 he entered into 
partnership with his older brother, Francis 
Hansard Rivington. Their specialty was 
theological works. He retired in 1889, and 
his brother in 1890 sold the business to 
Longmans, Green & Co. He then helped 
to form another firm, with John Guthrie 
Percival called ‘Percival & Company,” 
which in 1897 became “Rivington & Com- 
pany.” In 1915 he took into the business 
Captain G. C. Rivington, his cousin. The 
story of this famous firm has been printed 
in the volume entitled “The Publishing 
House of Rivington.”

Copyright Conference 
at Warsaw 


"THE 35th congress of The International 

Literary and Artistic Association has 
just been held at Warsaw, September 27th 
to 30th. ‘The sessions were given over to 
a study of Polish copyright, past and pres- 
ent; to an examination into the copyright 
situation in various countries and a review 
of events concerning literary property dur- 
ing 1925-26. There was also an exchange 
of views on possible changes to Revised 
Convention of Berne to be brought up at 
the conference next year at Rome. 


A $300,000 Book 
‘THE great Vollbehr collection of early 


printed books which has been on dis- 
play the past month at the National Arts 
Club, has been rounded out by the pur- 
chase by Dr. Vollbehr of a vellum copy of 
the Gutenberg Bible, which he has bought 
from the St. Paul Monastery at Lavant- 
thal, Carinthia. The dispatches from 
abroad give the price paid as $275,000, 
and Dr. Vollbehr says that in addition to 
that he has had to pay government tax, 
commission and a stamp tax, which will 
bring the price up to $305,000. It is stated 
that this is one of the finest copies of the 
Gutenberg Bible in existence and in con- 
dition so perfect that it might have been 
printed yesterday. The covers are original, 
and the illuminations are of wonderful 
brilliancy. Dr. Vollbehr has not decided 
whether he will bring it to the United 
States, and he does not intend to put the 
Bihle on the market. 

Another copy of this vellum edition is 
in the Morgan Library on Thirty-sixth 
Street, New York. The price which Dr. 
Vollbehr paid follows the recent payment 
of $120,000 for a copy of the same book 
on paper. $305,000 is by far the highest 
price ever paid for a printed book and is 
not likely to be exceeded unless another 
copv of the same volume comes into the 
market in later years when rarities are 
competed for even more keenly.

ROM Budapest comes the report that 

Dr. Ladislas Sikolossy, a local scientific 
writer, has received a Codex valued at 
$5,000 from Gabriel Wells, rare book 
dealer of this city, with the request that he 
give it to some Hungarian public library. 
The book dates from the early fifteenth 
century and was made as a calendar for 
the famous Hungarian king, Matthias Cor- 
vinns. ‘Twenty-four pages are richly col- 
ored and adorned with gold and silver. 
M. Sikolossy selected the Hungarian Na- 
tional Museum as the recipient. 


ROFESSOR Francis W. Kelsey of the 

University of Michigan is returning to 
the United States with a remarkable col- 
lection of ancient documents, ranging in 
date from the middle of the third century 
B.C. to the end of the sixth century A.D. 
The collection was brought together in 
Egypt and comprises more than 350 docu- 
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ments. Some are fragmentary, but many 
are complete and perfectly preserved. 
Nearly all are on papyrus, a few on waxed 
tablets. The language is chiefly Greek, 
but there is a select group of Coptic docu- 


ments. 
A COLLECTION of papers and letters 
of importance to social and literary 
history of the nineteenth century, originally 
belonging to the late Sir Henry Wentworth 
Ackland of Oxford University, has been 
presented to the Bodleian. The letters and 
papers number about 6,000 items, and fall 
into three main divisions: (1), family cor- 
respondence; (2), general correspondence; 
(3), diaries, note-books, and miscellaneous 
papers. ‘The letters in the second group 
are of great interest containing long series 
of intimate letters with Ruskin, Gladstone, 
Florence Nightingale, and other distin- 
guished men and women of the period. 


HE first sale of the season at the Amer- 

ican Art Galleries will be held on 
November 3 and 4 when the important 
library of Alexander M. Hudnut of this 
city will be dispersed. This collection in- 
cludes publications of the Kelmscott, 
Doves, Essex House, and other special 
presses, the Grolier Club, and over sixty 
volumes designed by Bruce Rogers. There 
are also many limited issues on Japan Vel- 
lum of William Loring Andrews publica- 
tions. Dickens, Thackeray and Kipling are 
well represented by first editions. In ad- 
dition there are many fine bindings, manu- 
scripts, Americana, incunabulae, and fine 
and rare miscellaneous items. 


"THE current catalog of Bernard Qua- 

ritch of London contains some very rare 
items of Americana, among them, Cortes’s 
“The Arte of Nauigation,” London, 1584, 
with the extremely rare folding woodcut 
map of the “New Worlde”’; Johnson’s 
“Noua Britannia. Offering Most Excel- 
lent fruites by Planting in Virginia,” etc., 
1609 ; Kingsborough’s “‘Antiquities of Mex- 
ico,” 9 vols., Mexico, 1829-48; Penn’s 
“Brief Account of the Province of Penn- 
silvania,” London, 1682; Santa Maria’s 
“Exercico De La Via Crucis Compuesto 
por el M.R.P.F. Manuel de Santa Maria,” 
Havana, 1756, the earliest known book 
printed in Havana and said to be unique.

THE collection of Lincolniana owned by 

Rev. William E. Barton ranks high 
among the finest known. Among the more 
recent acquisitions are seventy volumes of 
the law library of the Lincoln & Herndon 
firm. ‘That law partnership, Dr. Barton 
says, was never formally dissolved, and all 
thru the Civil War the sign still hung out- 
side the Springfield office. After the 
assassination of the president his law books 
became the property of his partner. Dr. 
Barton had previously found a number of 
fugitive volumes in different collections and 
saw that, if something was not done at 
once, the library would be scattered, so 
he succeeded in purchasing all available 
volumes in order to preserve it intact. The 
bindings he found in very bad order so he 
had them repaired—using as little new 
leather as possible—and had slip cases made 
of law buckram with red and black labels 
to preserve both the outward appearance 
and the books inside. 


Two sales containing many well se- 
lected books will be held at the Ander- 
son Galleries next week. On October 11 
and 12 a portion of the library of the late 
George L. Rives, of this city, with addi- 
tions, comprising rare and unusual books 
and pamphlets of historical importance re- 
lating to the West and South including 
Mexico and Texas, will be sold. On Oc- 
tober 13 and 14 a portion of the library 
of Emanuel Hertz of this city, the library 
of the late Philip C. Krauthoff of this city, 
and William H. Wiley of East Orange, 
N. J., will be sold. This sale includes fine 
library sets, first editions of modern au- 
thors, publications of private presses, illus- 
trated works, and many interesting miscel- 
laneous books. 


NOTHER copy of the Gutenberg 

Bible will soon be on its way to this 
country. This newcomer was purchased a 
few weeks ago from the St. Paul monas- 
tery at Levantthal, in Austria, by Dr. Otto 
H. Vollbehr’s agent. This is a vellum 
copy and cost $305,000, including export 
tax and buyer’s commission. ‘This is more 
than two and a half times what the Melk 
copy (on paper) cost which Mrs. Harkness 
presented to Yale University. The other 
copies of the Gutenberg Bible in this coun- 
try are distributed as follows: one each in 
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the libraries of the General Theological 
Seminary, New York Public Library, 
and Yale University, and in the private 
collections of Henry E. Huntington, 
Carl F. Pforzheimer, Joseph Widener, 
and two copies in the J. P. Morgan 
Library. 


THE September number of J'he Ameri- 

can Collector, formerly The Americana 
Collector, published at Metuchen, N. J., 
by Charles F. Heartman, is an interesting 
number. W. M. Horner, Jr., contributes 
an illustrated article on “The Obstruc- 
tions of the Hudson River During the 
Revolution”; “Joseph Bernard Shea,” is 
the first article in a new series of ‘““Famous 
American Collectors”; there is an un- 
signed article on “The First Directory of 
New York City”; Howard M. Chapin 
writes about “Ann Franklin, Printer,” 
New England’s first woman printer; FE. 
5. Marsh writes about “Curiosities of Book 
Catalogs,” and A. Roggenburger of “Ex- 
periences of an Old Book Man.” From 
the leading article by the editor we infer 
that the editing and publishing of this 
magazine has been a good deal of a task 
but the encouragement of friends has given 
him new energy. He says: “I intend to 
publish in the second year all the material 
which I promised in the outset, and which 
did not appear so far. Goodspeed and 
Drake, I hope, will be sketched in the 
dealers’ series. Perhaps fragments of Hen- 
kel’s memoirs will appear. The collector’s 
series started in this issue will be followed 
up.
